MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF THE STRAF- 
FORD COUNTY DELEGATION FOR 
THE YEAR 1950 


January 31, 1950 


A special meeting of the Strafford County Conven- 
tion was held at the County Home where dinner was 
served to the members, the Commissioners, secretary 
to the Commissioners and other guests. 


The meeting was called to order by Mr. James Mal- 
ley, Chairman, who stated it was necessary to act on 
the following: 


Preliminary discussion of budget for 1950; 

Authorize treasurer to borrow in anticipation of 
taxes; 

Matter of new kitchen; 

Treatment of unexpended balance of annex fund; 

Matter of photostat machine; 

Matter of recompense for members of convention 
(per diem and travel pay). 


Mr. Cater moved that estimates for salaries of the 
County Treasurer, Auditor, Solicitor, Medical Referee, 
Sheriff and expenses of above offices be approved. Mr. 
Jones seconded the motion. Passed. 


Mr. Jones moved that estimate of $21,000.00 for 
Superior Court be raised to $22,500.00. Mr. Coffin 
seconded. Passed. 
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Mr. Coffin moved that request of $95,000.00 for 
County Farm be granted. Mr. Brown seconded. 
Passed. 


Mr. Brown moved that request of $28,000.00 for 


support of poor off farm be granted. Mr. Redden 
seconded. Passed. 


Mr. Flanagan moved that request of $5,000.00 for 
old age assistance be granted. Mr. Crandall seconded. 
Passed. 


Mr. Crandall moved that request of $35,500.00 for 
the board and care of children be granted. Mr. 
Brown seconded. Passed. 


Mr. Cater moved that request of $6,000.00 for 
soldiers’ aid be granted. Mr. Brown _ seconded. 
Passed. 


Mr. Flanagan moved that request of $5,000.00 for 
welfare administration be granted. Mr. Jones sec- 
onded. Passed. 


Mr. Brown moved that request of $1,825.00 for in- 
terest on temporary loans and bonds be granted. Mr. 
Jones seconded. Passed. 


Mr. Brown moved that request for $3,750.00 for in- 
surance be granted. Mr. Cater seconded. Passed. 


Mr. Cater moved that request for $700.00 for state 
retirement plan be granted. Mr. Jones seconded. 
Passed. 

Mr. Brown moved that request for $5,000.00 for 
bonds be granted. Mr. Crandall seconded. Passed. 


Mr. Crandall moved that request for $300.00 for 
printing of county reports be granted. Mr. Swain 
seconded. Passed. 
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Mr. Swain moved that request for $100.00 for petty 
cash be granted. Mr. Jones seconded. Passed. 


The County Treasurer and Clerk of Superior Court 
were present and explained various matters to the 
convention. Mr. Adams, County Agent, explained as- 
pects of County Extension Service. Mr. Brown sug- 
gested the possibility of obtaining another County 
Agent, at no salary, until July 1, 1950. The added 
expense would be $2,000.00. 


Mr. Brown moved that request for $9,262.32 be in- 
- ereased to $11,262.82. Mr. Swain seconded. Passed. 


Mr.:Grimes came in at this point. 


Chairman Tanner of the Commissioners made 
comments on estimated revenue. 


Discussion ensued in regard to photostat machine. 
Mr. Crandall moved that the Executive Committee in- 
vestigate thoroughly photostat processes for use in 
county court house and report at final budget meeting. 
Mr. Swain seconded. Passed. 


Discussion regarding breaking of contract for cases 
for books. Mr. Horne moved that the Executive Com- 
mittee inquire into matter of cancellation and report 
to convention. Mr. Swain seconded. Passed. 


Mr. Brown moved that County Treasurer be au- 
thorized to borrow $195,000.00 in anticipation of 
taxes. Mr. Jones seconded. Passed unanimously by 
roll call. The following members present and voting 
“Yes” on the question: Swain, Redden, Stackpole, 
Grimes, Felker, Crandall, Smalley, Flanagan, Horne, 
Dustin, Jones, St. Pierre, Green, Letourneau, Coffin, 
Cater, Malley, Brown. 
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Mr. Crandall moved that the Executive Committee 
be appointed to investigate matter of door handle on 
safe door and report back to the convention. Mr. Ca- 
ter seconded. Passed. 


Discussion ensued in regard to kitchen and equip- 
ment. 


Mr. Grimes moved that the County Convention au- 
thorize the County Commissioners of Strafford Coun- 
ty to bond County of Strafford for the amount of 
$20,000.00 for the purpose of constructing and equip- 
ping a kitchen at the Strafford County Home in Do- 
ver, N. H. Mr. Brown seconded. Passed unanimous- 
ly by roll call with the following members present and 
voting “Yes” on the question: Swain, Redden, Stack- 
pole, Grimes, Felker, Crandall, Smalley, Flanagan, 
Horne, Dustin, Jones, St. Pierre, Green, Letourneau, 
Coffin, Cater, Malley, Brown. 


Mr. Flanagan moved that the Executive Committee 
be empowered to work in conjunction with County 
Commissioners with full authority to go ahead and 
complete kitchen for which money was appropriated. 
Mr. Crandall seconded. Motion withdrawn temporar- 
ily. 


Mr. Grimes moved that $20,000.00 be hereby appro- 
priated to construct and equip kitchen at the Strafford 
County Farm in Dover, N. H. Mr. Letourneau sec- 
onded. Passed unanimously by roll call with the fol- 
lowing members present and voting “Yes” on the 
question: Swain, Redden, Stackpole, Grimes, Felker, 
Crandall, Smalley, Flanagan, Horne, Dustin, Jones, 
St. Pierre, Green, Letourneau, Coffin, Cater, Malley, 
Brown. 
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Mr. Flanagan’s motion was recalled and passed. 


Mr. Cater moved that $500.00 be appropriated for 
the per diem and travel expense of the members of 
the convention who attend meetings for the biennium 
1949-1950. Mr. Crandall seconded. 


Other needs for the County Farm were brought out 
by Mr. Flanagan who discussed feasibility of city of 
Dover extending water to County Farm and suggested 
a committee be appointed to investigate the matter. 
No further action was taken on this. The need for a 
bull-pen and bull house was also discussed. 


Mr. Cater moved for adjournment. Meeting ad- 
journed at 5:05 P. M. The following members were 
present, forming a quorum: Swain, Redden, Stackpole, 
Grimes, Felker, Smalley, Crandall, Flanagan, Horne, 
Dustin, Jones, St. Pierre, Green, Letourneau, Coffin, 
Cater, Malley, Brown. Mr. Malley presided and, in 
the absence of Mrs. Studley, Mr. Green acted as clerk.

10 REPORTS OF STRAFFORD COUNTY 


February 28, 1950 


A meeting of the County Convention was held at the 
County Court House with the following members pres- 
ent: Swain, Redden, Stackpole, Grimes, Marcotte, 
Felker, Smalley, Dodge, Stocklan, Flanagan, Hender- 
son, Wormhood, Horne, Dustin, Jones, St. Pierre, La- 
Casse, Fernald, Green, Letourneau, Coffin, Cater, 
Malley and Brown. Mr. Malley presided and Mr. Green 
acted as clerk in the absence of Mrs. Studley. 


Mr. Henderson moved that the proposéd budget be 
adopted. Seconded by Mr. Jones. Carried unanimously 
and by roll-call. 

Mr. Cater gave report of Executive Committee’s 
investigation in regard to photostat machine. Discus- 
sion ensued. 


Mr. Brown moved that question of photostat machine 
be laid on the table and the legality of the question 
of re-indexing be obtained from the Attorney-General 
through the County Commissioners. Seconded by Mr. 
Jones. Carried. 


Mr. Tanner, Chairman of County Commissioners, 
requested an appropriation for repairs to judges’ 
chamber and courtroom and new equipment for each. 
He estimated the cost at $1,500. 


Mr. Stocklan moved that $2,000 be appropriated for 
such repairs and equipment. Seconded by Mr. Jones. 
Carried. 


Mr. Brown moved that consideration of new floor 
be deferred to some future date and that the Executive 
Committee look into feasibility and get information 
relative to same. Seconded by Mr. Henderson. Carried. 


At this point the meeting was turned over to Mr. 
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Deming who talked on the Re-Organization Plan. Meet- 
ing adjourned at 11:00 P. M.

The members of the Executive Committee met with 
the County Commissioners on March 27, 1950 in 
their Conference Room at the Court House. The meet- 
ing was called to order at 10:15 a. m. The four mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee who were present 
were: Mr. Malley, Mr. Fernald, Mr. Jones, and Mr. 
Parker. 


The meeting was called for the purpose of discussing 
the bids on the proposed kitchen and the bids on the 
elevator as well as any other matters which the Com- 
missioners would like to bring up. 


Followed by a lengthy discussion, the bid for the 
kitchen was awarded tentatively to Roscoe B. King, 
Dover—$10,887. Mr. King must first write a para- 
graph on wiring and plumbing. (See additional para- 
graph which was drawn up for Mr. King to sign— 
this paragraph was attached to Mr. King’s bid.) Mr. 
Jones made the motion that the bid be accepted and 
Mr. Parker seconded the motion. The roll was then 
called and the motion was passed unanimously. 


The bid for the elevator was awarded to the George 
L. Slack Company of Boston for $5,800—following the 
motion made by Mr. Jones and the seconding of same 
by Mr. Parker. The roll call followed. 


Mr. Malley made the motion that the Commissioners 
be empowered to make the necessary expenditures 
to bond the contractor for building the kitchen and 
installing the elevator. Mr. Parker seconded the mo- 
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tion. The roll was then called and the motion was 
passed unanimously. 


The Commissioners brought to the attention of the 
Executive Committee a letter from the State Depart- 
ment of Health in which they call attention to the 
condition of the jail and make specific recommendations 
as to lighting, painting and toilet facilities. After a 
lengthy discussion, it was agreed that the Commis- 
sioners would go ahead and paint the jail, correct the 
lighting in front of the cells and would postpone action 
on the toilet alterations for further considerations. 


The meeting was adjourned at 12:52. 


The above mentioned letter was written by Attorney- 
General Phinney and the recommendations contained 
therein were made by the State Department of Health 
following an investigation by someone from their de- 
partment.

Mr. Cater moved that the County Commis- 
sioners be authorized by and with the advice of the 
Executive Committee, to purchase an automatic Photo- 
stat Machine provided, however, that the Register 
of Deeds, shall, by reason of the purchase of said 
machine, do and perform the reindexing of the records 
in that office, for each ten year period, at no cost to the 
county for labor or supervision. Seconded by Mr. Jones, 
it was passed unanimously. 


Mr. Green moved that the Commissioners notify the 
City and Town Clerks that said machine is available 
for their use at a nominal charge. This motion was 
seconded by Mr. Jones and passed unanimously. 

A motion to adjourn was made at 12:55 by Mr. 
Henderson.

A meeting of the Executive Committee of the Straf- 
ford County Delegation took place at the Strafford

Following an inspection of the new Photostat Ma- 
chine and the new equipment in the Registry of Deeds 
and Registry of Probate, a short meeting was held in 
the Commissioners’ Conference Room. 


The Photostat Machine was discussed at some length 
and following a suggestion, made by County Commis- 
sioner, Mr. Tanner, that the remaining $1,000 left 
from the Annex Fund could be applied towards material 
for the Photostat Machine; it was voted unanimously 
by the Executive Committee that any past and future 
bills be paid from this amount. It was further voted 
that any outside work will be done through the County 
Commissioners’ Office; such work is to be done when 
the Photostat Machine is in operation for County work; 
any fees for outside work will be taken in through the 
Commissioners’ Office and will be applied towards 
material for the Photostat Machine. 


The above procedure will be in effect until the first 
of the year when the Delegation meets and other 
arrangements will be made in the 1951-52 budget to 
take care of the expenses of the Photostat Machine. 


The meeting closed at 11:55 and the Executive Com- 
mittee moved to the Strafford County Home where a 
boiled dinner was served and a general inspection of 
the new kitchen, elevator, etc., followed.

COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 





As required by Statute, the Board of Strafford 
County Commissioners herewith present their Annual 
Report for the year ending December 31, 1950, along 
with the reports of the Treasurer, Clerk of Court, 
Solicitor, Sheriff, Superintendent of County Farm, 
Jailer, Auditors, Physician, Chaplains and County Ex- 
tension Service. 


Among the improvements made in the County 
property was the replacement of the basement kitchen 
with a modern upstairs one scientifically designed and 
equipped along with a modern combination freight 
and passenger elevator. The interior office was. in- 
corporated into the new kitchen and the new office is 
located in a room on the porch. 


Two modern 500-gallon per minute fire pumps 
with automatic controls, etc., were purchased to re- 
place the old steam one. Some of the order was not 
received at the close of the year and the installation 
is not complete. The elevator and fire pump motors 
required three-phase electricity and as there was none 
at the Farm, the Public Service Company ran new 
wires all the way from Dover. 


The New Hampshire Department of Public Health 
ordered the third floor of the men’s wing closed until 
such time as automatic sprinklers were installed in 
compliance with New Hampshire Laws. They also de- 
mand major improvements in the milk and butter 
rooms; fire stop doors at all stairways as well as im- 
provements at the exits to fire escapes. 
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Investigation shows that sprinklers can be in- 
stalled according to type from $10,000.00 to $35,000.00. 
Owing to two bond issues already outstanding we rec- 
ommend the installation of sprinklers be delayed until 
more favorable conditions prevail. 


By utilizing all available space on the first two 
floors, sufficient beds will be provided for the immedi- 
ate future. We recommend the other items be taken 
care of as soon as possible and bring our County Farm 
up to the required standard. We estimate the cost 
will be from $6,000.00 to $8,000.00. 


One of the latest type Photostat machines has 
been installed in the basement of the new Annex and 
all deeds are now being photographed. Work for 
cities and. towns in Strafford County and private par- 
ties is being done. 


The appropriated Budget for 1950 in the amount 
of $241,437.32 proved adequate, the balance at the 
year’s ending being $9,219.98. 


To the delegation and all employees of the County, 
officials of the State, cities and towns and to all in- 
dividuals, clubs and organizations, who have kindly 
contributed to the welfare and happiness of the in- 
mates of our institution, we are very grateful.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 82, 
Section 27, of the Revised Laws, the biennial audit and 
examination of the accounts of Strafford County has 
been made by this Division. The audit covered the fiscal 
years ended December 31, 1948 and December 31, 1949. 
Submitted herewith is the report of this audit including 
Exhibits as hereafter listed. The report is made up in 
two sections as follows: 


Section I—Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1948. 
Section I]—Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1949. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the audit and examination were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court 
and Superintendent of the County Farm. 


Comparative Balance Sheets: 


December 31, 1947—-December 31, 1948 (Exhibit A). 
December 31, 1948—-December 31, 1949 (Exhibit H). 


Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years end- 
ing December 31, 1947-1948 and December 31, 1948- 
1949, are presented in Exhibits A and H, respectively. 
As indicated therein the Surplus decreased by 
$17,251.69 in 1948. In 1949, the financial condition

Court 
receipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, 
and found to be properly recorded. Court orders 
issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouch- 
ers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior 
Court Justice. 


County Farm 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of 
the County Farm were examined. Receipts of the 
County Farm were checked by source through the 
triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as recorded in 
the cash book, were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through remittances to the County 
Treasurer.

The Capital Reserve Fund was set up for the purpose 
of constructing an annex to the County Court House in 
Dover and making certain improvements in the Court 
room. 


In 1948, expenditures amounting to $10,139.23 were 
made on this account out of general funds of the County 
inasmuch as no withdrawal from the Capital Reserve 
Fund was made in that year. The amount of such ex- 
penditures, $10,139.23, is therefore shown as an over- 
draft in the comparative statement of appropriations 
and expenditures for 1948. (Exhibit B) 


In 1949, bonds in the amount of $50,000.00 were 
issued by the County, which together with the with- 
drawals from the Capital Reserve Fund during the year 
of $72,812.37, made available for Court House Annex 
construction the amount of $122,812.37. Of this 
amount $94,375.81 was expended in 1949, leaving a 
balance of $28,436.56. Because of the fact, however, 
that $10,139.23 had already been expended in 1948, 
only the difference of $18,297.33 was set up as a liability 
in the balance sheet of December 31, 1949, as available 
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for expenditure in 1950. The activity in this account 
is shown in Exhibit I, comparative statement of ap- 
propriations and expenditures for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1949. 


In addition to the balance of $18,297.33, as herein 
described, which was included in the general fund 
balance of the County on December 31, 1949, there was 
a balance of $7,009.20 in the Capital Reserve Fund 
on deposit in the Strafford Savings Bank. 

Estimated Revenue—1949: 


Included in the estimated revenue in the 1949 budget 
was the item “Expenditures for Court Room and Court 
House Annex from Capital Reserve Fund—$10,139.23.” 
As heretofore explained in this report the expenditure 
of $10,139.23 on account of the Court Room and Court 
House Annex was made in 1948 out of the general 
funds, anticipating that the general funds would be 
reimbursed in a like amount out of the Capital Reserve 
Fund in 1949. Therefore it will be seen that the amount 
of $10,139.23, received from the Capital Reserve Fund 
in 1949, should not have been included in the budget 
as an estimated revenue item, because this simply re- 
imbursed the general fund cash for a capital expend- 
iture made therefrom in the previous year. 
Conclusion : 


The accounts and records of the county officials were 
found in good condition and the accounting procedure 
conformed to the uniform system prescribed by this 
Division. 

In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of 
its essential features should be published in the next 
annual report of the County. This letter of transmittal 
Should be included in its entirety but the publication 
of Exhibits is optional.

The 
only witness for the State in this case wrote out a state- 
ment saying, “I (name) do hereby certify that I saw 
a car zig zagging all over the road on September 7, 
1949, at 11:40 P. M. but I do not know for certain who 
the driver was or who the car belonged to.” 


State v. William McReel. Driving under the influ- 
ence. Appeal from Dover Municipal Court. Investiga- 
tion revealed that the defendant was suffering from a 
severe concussion of the head, and knee injuries. Hos- 
pital records showed forehead lacerations. Further in- 
vestigation revealed that the accident was caused by 
blinding lights of an on-coming car. No blood test 
had been given to the defendant. The Doctor on this 
case stated that the defendant “was definitely not 
drunk and there were no alcoholic odors on his breath.” 


State v. Daniel Mountain. Driving under the influ- 
ence. Appeal from Dover Municipal Court. Investi- 
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gation revealed that the defendant was in a head-on 
collision with another car. The defendant was bleeding 
badly from the head and knees. No blood test had been 
given to the defendant. The Doctor on the case stated 
that staggering was due to severe head injury of the 
defendant, and that he (the Doctor) smelled no alco- 
holic odors on the defendant’s breath. The driver of 
the other vehicle stated that the defendant was not 
drunk. 
YEAR 1950 


State v. Lionel Gravel. Driving under the influence. 
Appeal from Farmington Municipal Court. Investi- 
gation revealed that the defendant was not on a 
public highway as required by law. PROCEDURAL nol 
pros of original charge. Original charge changed to 
“unlawfully drunk.” Plea of guilty. 


State v. Donald Prince. Driving under the influ- 
ence. Appeal from Somersworth Municipal Court. 
PROCEDURAL nol pros of original charge. Original 
charge lowered to ‘Driving Recklessly” because the 
Defendant, age 20, had been drafted to serve with the 
United States Army.

M. Investigations. 


Some sixty-five investigations took place during the 
year 1950, individually or in collaboration with the 
County Sheriff, local and state police. 


Irene Copeland, Investigation. 


The investigation conducted with respect to the 
accidental death of Irene Copeland exemplified the 
usual disorder, irresponsibility and myopia which is 
inherent in the present unintegrated and uncoordinated 
law enforcement agencies in the county. 


Hight departments were engaged in this investiga- 
tion: State Police, Sheriff’s Department, Dover Police, 
Somersworth Police, Medical Referee, the County So- 
licitor, Motor Vehicle Department, and even another 
department which had no jurisdiction whatever on such 
matters. Lacking the coordination and centralized 
direction which becomes manifest when more than one 
department is engaged on the same investigation, 
the inevitable followed. One was in the way of the other 
and another was trying to determine the causes of the 
accident before all necessary departments arrived and 
chancing unintentional destruction of vital evidence. 

These departments acted as independent, free and 
uncontrolled agents. Even to the day that the autopsy 
report was submitted, few if any departments as- 
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sembled together to determine accurately the entire 
facts surrounding this investigation. 


This case is an example of what occurs when any 
serious matter arises which necessitates an investiga- 
tion such as the one required in this instance. The 
result usually is that some of the departments tokenly 
cooperate but are viciously competing and seeking de- 
partmental glory. 


V. Conclusion 


A. After an unequivocal experience as your County 
Solicitor for two years, I have taken notice that the 
office of the County Solicitor is in need of re-organiza- 
tion. All law enforcement departments should be cen- 
tralized under the Sheriff’s Department who is the 
desirable official in whom the necessary supervision 
should be vested since he is a duly elected official and 
responsible to the electorate. My recommendations 
made in my annual report of 1949 appear more than 
ever to be an indispensable formula which must be put 
into effect and I trust that it will be beneficial in plan- 
ning to rejuvenate and modernize the office of County 
Solicitor. 


B. At the end of my term in office, I wish to express 
my great pleasure and appreciation to the State Police, 
Local Police, Probation Department and especially to 
the County Sheriff and his deputies, the County Com- 
missioners and their staff, the County Convention, and 
other county officials with whom my duties brought 
me in contact. I was ingratiated by the courtesy and 
friendship of those who helped make my work pleasing 
and everlasting. 


C. I want to take this opportunity to wish the 
newly elected County Solicitor success in his new un- 
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dertaking. He will find, as I did, his excursion into 
public office an invaluable experience which he will 
always treasure.

The work of the County Agricultural Agent is to 
teach the people how to use the findings of research so 
that they can put it to use at their farms and homes. 

The result is two-fold. Larger yields of better quality 
goods are produced cheaper, giving the farmer greater 
income and yet helps to keep farm commodities at a 
lower price to consumers. 


Dairy, poultry products, fruits and vegetables are 
the main products (outside of woodlots) produced on 
Strafford County farms. 


The Green Pasture Program is an example of a 
method whereby farmers are producing more home 
grown feed of a high protein content. This project 
alone saves the farmers from having to purchase 
large quantities of feed from outside areas. It might be 
stated here that last summer Strafford County was 
given recognition, by the New England committee, as 
the county doing the best work in New Hampshire. 


As to poultry, the growers are given help in feeding 
and disease control. 


Fruit and vegetable growers are furnished informa- 
tion on the control of disease and insects that affects 
their crops. 


Space does not permit going into detail with all the 
work the agent does in relation to soils, marketing, 
farm planning, farm mechanics, building remodeling, 
construction, etc. 


In carrying out the agricultural extension program 
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for the year there have been 2,078 telephone and office 
calls made along with 636 individual farm and home 
visits and 146 meetings held with a combined atten- 
dance of 4,721.

The following report pertains to both Belknap and 
Strafford Counties, since the forester’s work is divided 
equally between the two counties. 


Considerable time has been spent in advising both 
woodland owners, operators, and selectmen in the con- 
servation phases of the new timber tax law. Following 
the spring State Tax Commission meeting held in La- 
conia, at which time the forester offered his advisory 
services to the selectmen, seven woodlot meetings were 
held throughout the district. The purpose of these 
meetings was to show the selectmen what constitutes 
very good forestry practices, what practices were good 
enough to qualify for abatement and what would not 
qualify. In the fall, two forestry forums, sponsored by 
the District Forestry Advisory Board, were held to 
give selectmen, lumbermen, woodland owners and 
others a chance to voice their opinions regarding the 
timber tax law. The general feeling was that the law 
was working well, with almost everyone cooperating 
and very few not. 


During the past year 124 different woodland owners, 
involving about 17,000 acres, were given marketing and 
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forest management advice and a million board feet of 
timber and 200 cords of wood were marked to demon- 
strate selective and improvement cuttings, and thin- 
nings. About 234, million board feet of timber and 200 
cords of wood valued at $27,806 were harvested under 
improved cutting practices on 45 different holdings, 
involving 845 acres of woodland. Although much of 
this timber and wood involved small owner-type 
operations, most of this volume pertained to stumpage 
sales. In addition, about 5,675 gallons of maple syrup, 
valued at $31,213, were produced in this district. 

In addition to the demonstration meetings already 
mentioned two pulpwood meetings showing the peeling 
and fittting of wood were held. Talks were given to 
Grange, fire warden and church groups; 4-H forestry 
exhibits were judged at the Lakes Region 4-H Fair, and 
forestry exhibits were maintained at the Farm and 
Home Show in Gilford, and at the Rochester Fair.

REPORT OF HOME DEMONSTRATION AGENT 


To the Commissioners of Strafford County: 
Gentlemen: 


The first objective of the Extension Service program 
in home economics is “better living for more people.” 
The method by which we try to achieve this objective 
is “helping people to help themselves.”’ 


To us who are professional workers in the Extension 
field, this means that it is the people’s own leaders, 
rather than ourselves, who must constitute the real 
strength of the program. For this reason, we believe 
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that in addition to our own work with groups and in- 
dividuals, we must develop a: broad program of local 
leadership and train these local people to serve as 
sources of up-to-date, scientific information on the prob- 
lems and techniques of homemaking. Not every woman 
can be skillful in every homemaking art, but in each 
community there are those who are recognized as 
having special talents and skills, and who can be trained 
to teach others. 


During the past twelve months, a total of 182 volun- 
teer unpaid leaders have attended our training schools 
and contributed their time and ability to teaching a 
total of 398 classes, attended by 4,014 women. These 
classes have included such a broad variety of subjects 
as meal planning and preparation, upholstering and slip- 
covering furniture, dressmaking, shirt-making, chair- 
seating, use and care of the sewing machine, improved 
methods of housecleaning and even money management. 


We believe that our constant effort to strengthen the 
communities of the county by providing them with 
capable, trained leaders in their own ranks has had 
much to do with the success of our home demonstra- 
tion program in reaching increasingly large numbers 
of homes, and thus raising the level of nutrition and 
health, improving the comfort of the home, and saving 
on the food, clothing and furnishing expenditures for 
increasingly large numbers of families. (On the en- 
closed sheet, the growth of the program is indicated 
by actual figures.) 


In addition to arranging for and conducting train- 
ing meetings for our local leaders, the home demonstra- 
tion agent also teaches classes in the communities, pre- 
pares news releases, prepares and conducts a weekly 
radio program, answers all individual requests re- 
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ceived by our office for information or assistance con- 
cerning homemaking problems, prepares two monthly 
letters sent free on request to homemakers through- 
out the county, and directs the home demonstration pro- 
gram for the county as a whole.

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REPORT OF BOYS’ AND GIRLS’ 4-H 
CLUB WORK 


Strafford County 4-H Club work showed marked 
increase during 1950. Quality of work was particularly 
outstanding. Increases were prevalent in completion 
of projects, as well as enrollment in these projects. 
This club work was supervised for the first seven 
months of the 4-H club year by a single man agent, 
and during the last five months by a man club agent 
and a lady assistant club agent. Percentage of com- 
pletions which mean the number of projects completed 
compared to the number of project enrollments was 
84.7% compared to 83.9% during the year 1949. En- 
rollment increased from 790 in 1949 to 1071 in 1950. 
During the past five years enrollment has gone from 
330 in 1946 to 1071 in 1950. 


There are 61 4-H Clubs in Strafford County. These 
clubs are carried on by volunteer leaders who come 
under the direct supervision of the club agents. Work 
done by the clubs deal with Home Economics, Agri- 
culture, and their related subjects. The basis of club 
work is project accomplishments. Boys and girls select 
their projects and are taught how to complete them 
by the volunteer leaders. The leaders in turn are 
given project teaching aids by State Extension special- 
ists and other experts in the required fields. Meetings 
are arranged for this teaching by the County Club 
Agents in cooperation with the State Extension Service. 


Another phase of club work, along with project work, 
embraces the activities of the program. This includes 
exhibiting, field days, judging, camp, county round-up, 
and other events directly related to project accomplish-
